In addition it was learned that 
Cl the Johnson bul will hav e the full

x -ray showing th at fie suffered no 
sev ere head injuries. 
Cause 
of the 
accident is 
not 
known, although a possibility was 
cited th at gas m ight hav e accum­ 
ulated in the bottom of a well, a 
spark from the welding apparatus 
causing it to ex plode. 
Mr. Lawless was working on the 
curb at the top of the pump, and 
was not blown from the bottom 
of the well as reported. 
The pump was demolished and 
windows on a building near the 
I well were broken. 
Mr. Cromley said that the acci- 
i dent, which happened as he was 
j eating his noon meal, might hav e 
I been more serious had it happened 
a half hour later. Other men would 
hav e been al the scene of tile ex ­ 
plosion JO m inutes later, he said.

There is already 
a shortage of beef, and there will 
be a great shortage in fruits and 
v egetables. 
"All of the crop prospects must 
be estim ated, too, with an ey e to 
fav orable weather conditions." 
Asked what the answer to the 
situation is, Aiken replied: 
“There must be some legislation 
or some other action to giv e one 
gov ernment departm ent or agency 
the authority to handle the situa­ 
tion. We must stop try ing to gov ­ 
ern and regulate by directiv es. If 
the 
gov ernment will just 
begin 
dealing fairly with the farm ers we 
wouldn’t hav e these alarm s ov er 
food shortages." 
Aiken said th at Vermont loggers 
hav e been unable to act up to now 
because of failure of the OPA to 
fix a price on logs which hav e been 
j ready to cut. Now th at the OPA 
has acted, he said, and fix ed a 
price, the Vermont woods are deep 
in snow so that the loggers can’t 
get to the trees. 
“T hat's just another case,” he 
commented.

Thus, Ohio will abandon W ar 
Time and return to the eq uiv al-! 
ent of Eastern Standard Time, al­ 
though a number of the 
larger 
cities, particularly those with war 
industries, hav e indicated they will 
continue on faust time. 
Passage 
of 
the 
time change 
measure was completed by the leg­ 
islature last Wednesday . 
Adop­ 
tion of the bill was req uested by 
farm organizations which contend­ 
ed that W ar Time impeded farm 
production. 
title s Enter Late 
There was an alm ost eq ually 
Loud demand from the big cities, 
although not until after the legis­ 
lation was passed, that the clocks 
be left on Eastern W ar Time. 
With the state and most rural 
sections observ ing the new’ slow 
time and the cities remaining on 
fast time, a repetition of confusion 
ex isting in the 19 20s when day ­ 
light sav ings 
time 
was tried in 
Summer months, was believ ed in­ 
ev itable. 
“In my judgm ent a bill passed 
by such an ov erwhelming m ajority 
by the legislature should not be 
v etoed," Gov ernor Bricker said in 
signing the 
most 
controv ersial 
measure to reach his desk in his 
three term s of office.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 — De­ 
spite stupendous losses through a 
long series of defeats in sea-air 
battles. Japan today is known to 
hav e a powerful fleet which Is be­ 
liev ed to be m assing around the 
main enemy base of Truk in the I 
m id-Patific for fresh clashes with i 
American forces. 
This fact was disclosed by the j 
nav y in a communiq ue cov ering re- j 
cent task force battles in the South J 
Pacific which 
culm inated in the ! 
crushing of all Japanese resistance 
on Guadalcanal. Significantly , the j 
nav y said: 
“During the latter part of Janu- j 
ary , U. S. reconnaissance planes 
located heav y Japanese fleet units, 
including battleships and carriers, 
in the waters 
between Truk and 
the Solomons islands.” 
Subseq uent dev elopments rev eal­ 
ed that these im portant units did 
not go into action against Am eri­ 
ca’s South Pacific fleet and air 
forces, indicating th a t the enemy I 
high command was m assing an­ 
other arm ada for a purpose 
still 
undisclosed.

sources, the Japanese may hav e 
abandoned their plana

Guadalcanal but they may “sav e 
face” by attem pting to seize some 
poorly -defended American 
island!

His success story represents the 
stuff of which America is made. 
Ruml comes from hardy immi­ 
grant stock, grew’ up in a small 
town In the Middle West, but soon 
took his place in the upper brack­ 
ets of Chicago and New York. 
“It’s very sad for you folks w’ho 
don’t have a good strong peasant 
background," Ruml often teases 
hi* friends, in recalling his early 
life.

CHICAGO, Feb. 17—Housewives 
of tho nation were called on today 
to help stamp out the black mar­ 
ket for meat w’hich was described 
as becoming a serious threat to 
adequate zupplles for our armed 
forces, our allies and civilian use. 
The appeal came from Thomas 
E. Wilson, chairman of Wilson Sc 
Co., Inc., third largest meat packer 
of the nation, in an address before 
the annual meeting of the com­ 
pany’s stockholders. 
In 
helping to 
stamp out 
Lie 
black 
market every 
housewife 
should be enlisted to refuse to buy 
meat coming through these chan­ 
nels. Wilson said. 
“The 
housewife 
can 
Identify 
such meat by its price above legal 
ceiling and by tho fact that it is 
usually uninspected meat, surrep­ 
titiously handled," he declared. 
“The housewife 
simply should 
refuse to buy It—even lf it means 
that her household eats less meat. 
If this black market meat is not 
tftken out of the regular channels, 
It means that the packers with 
war contracts can not fulfill their 
requirements for the armed forces 
and Lend-Lease, that, even, fight­ 
ing men might go hungry." 
Wilson pointed out that black 
market men expect a profit of IO 
to 15 cents a pound in addition to 
the ceiling price and that, with 
the 
help of the 
public and 
the 
packing 
industry such 
practices 
can be curbed by the government.

Care o f Eyes Req u ired b y 
Those o f Mid d le Ag e

PROBABLY ONE of the most 
annoying fea tu r e of advancing 
into middle age is the fa ct that 
jour eyes begin to serve you less 
well. You are constrained to have

a pair of glasses and you have to ! 
la ve them around you all the 
tune and if you go off somewhere ' 
and forget them, you are in a ter­ 
rible state. 
This blurring of vision, which 
is perfectly natural and due to j 
the hardening and loss of ela stic- t 
ity of the lens of the eyes, leads a 
g rea t many middle-aged people to j 
general apprehensions about the 
sta te of tneir eyes. They want to 
know whether they can continue 
lueir activities and v,heftier they j 
I bauld spare tneir eyes. 
They ? 
should know first—arid it should 
be 
rutted 
emphatically — that 
healthy eyes do not have to be i 
si arud in any way. 
Eyes were intended to be used 
ail the time during waking hours, 
and if you have any difficulty in 
‘•eeing dea rly in the distance or 
in reading, something is wrong. 
It is probably because you need ; 
g la sses, or if jou are wearing I 
g la c e s, lucy do not fit. 


Sensible to L*e Glasses 
Some middle-aged people fight 1 
a g a in:t the use of gin*:- s and go 
through all kinds of discomfort to 
avoid wearing them. It won't do 
any good. If your eyes can’t focus 
on the book as clearly and as com­ 
fortably as tjiey used to, the only 
sensible thing to do is to get your 
reading g la sses. Exercises won’t 
help. 
Neither will waiting and 
“ g iving the eyes a rest.” Don’t 
worry about your eyes becoming 
dependent upon reading glasses. 
Of course they will, if you need 
them. 
But that is only a theo­ 
retica l and not a practical objec­ 
tion. 
The moving pictures will not do 
any harm to healthy eyes. Nor 
is there any reason why middle­ 
aged people should try to spare 
their eyes by using dark glasses. 


There are two forms of eye di­ 
sease which occur in middle age 
and early old age and which pro­ 
duce d-imming and blurring of vi­ 
sion. 
These 
are cataract 
and 
glaucoma. Both of them are or­ 
ganic diseases and both of them 
are amenable to treatment. There­ 
fore, if you have any blurring and 
dimming of vision which is not 
relieved by g la sses, you should go 
to an oculist for an examination. 


C a ta ra ct 
If your blurred vision is due to 
cataract, it doesn’t make a g reat 
deal of difference whether you go 
to an oculist right away or put it 
off for a few months. However, 
your vision will never be better 
until the ca taract is cured. 
Glaucoma is entirely different. 
It is due to increased pressure 
arid Hardening of the eyeball and 
this pressure damages the optic 
nerve with the result that what­ 
ever damage is done can never be 
lestored. 
Therefore, 
treatment 
snould be begun immediately. You 
may suspect glaucoma: 
I. If the vision is blurred or

of 
frequent 
changes

g la sses. 
3. lf there are halos or rain­ 
bow a abound lig hts, especially a t 
night. 
4. If there is eye pain a fter 
movies, in dim lights or after 
emotional upsets.

From Miami to Brazil to W est 
Africa to North Africa, Reilly and a picked 
squad of men w ent over every* step in a d ­ 
vance. At Natal, Brazil, w hen Reilly w alk ­ 
ed out on the dock w here the presidential 
clipper was to land, he suddenly turned 
and disappeared. 
Tie had seen W alter W inchell, and he 
was afraid th at ace reporter would smell 
news in the wind. 
W inchell was on his 
way north, a fte r an assignment 
a t 
Rio. 
Reilly says he 
expects to 
kid 
W inchell 
some day about missing th a t bit of news. 
(Even if W inchell had got wind of the 
affair, of course, he could have printed 
nothing about the movement of tile P res­ 
ident). At Bathurst. W est Africa, the B rit­ 
ish almost interned 
the 
Secret 
Service 
squad for not having yellow fever inocula­ 
tions. They had feared illness from “ shots.” 
and took a chance without them. A ctually 
one man was detained, but he was the one 
assigned to rem ain there anyhow.

BUSINESS man whose success at his 
* life-work was largely due to his hob­ 
by— th a t is the story of Theodore A. W il­ 
lard. inventor of the storage battery, who 
has died in California at the age of 80. 
All his life W illard had wanted to ex­ 
plore the Maya ruins of Mexico and Cen­ 
tral America. T h at mysterious people, al­ 
most as civilized a* the ancient Greeks and 
contem porary with them, 
have 
excited 
curiosity for a hundred years. They were 
Indians, and their descendants still live 
where their ancestors did. How did they 
become so much more advanced th an their 
neighbors? 
This mystery W illard pursued all lbs 
life. When he had m ade enough money to 
travel to Mexico, he conducted an archae­ 
ological expedition and wrote several books 
th a t are valued by other students of the 
Mayas. This absorbing interest kept him 
fresh for his electrical work, and gave Ii in) 
something to work for. 


CASABLANCA PRECAUTIONS 
At Casablanca, 
a barbed wire fence 
was erected around the hotel and villas in 
which the President 
and Prime M inister 
were to stay. 
All native servants (A rabs) 
were removed from the two villas intended 
for the two chiefs, and U. S. soldiers were 
substituted. 
Arabs were retained in o th er parts of 
the hotel, but not allowed to leave the com­ 
pound during the entire period. They soon 
learned who their guests were, and sonic 
tried to pass notes to friends outside (w ith 
no ap p aren t harm ful intention), 
but the 
notes were intercepted by Secret Service. 
Toughest job was protecting the Pres­ 
ident on his motor rides from C asablanca 
to the form er fighting zone. 
H o miles 
away. 
The round trip 
of 220 miles was 
made in a single day, thy President riding 
in a closed cai*, preceded by Secret Service 
agents in a jeep.

Care of Eyes Required by 
Those of Middle Age 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


PROBABLY ONE of the most 
annoying features of advancing 
into middle age is the fact that 
your eyes begin to serve you less 
well. You are constrained to have

a pair of glasses and you have to 
have them around you all the 
time and if you go off somewhere 
and forget them, you are in a ter- 
iiole state. 
This blurring of vision, which 
is perfectly natural and due to 
the hardening and loss of elastic­ 
ity of the lens of the eyes, leads a 
great many middle-aged people to 
general apprehensions about the 
state of their eyes. They want to 
know whether they can continue 
tueir activities and v. hetcer they 
should spare their eyes. 
They 
should know first—and it should 
be 
laced 
emphatically — that 
healthy eyes do not have to be 
a*.ared in any way. 
Eyes w ert intended to be u nod 
ail the time during waking hours, 
and if you have any difficulty in 
teeing clearly In the distance or 
in reading, something is wrong. 
It is probably because you need 
glasses, or if iou are wearing 
glaces, lucy do not fit. 
Feasible to I »e G laces 
Some middle-aged people fight 
agair.it the use of glasses and go 
tnrough all kinds of discomfort to 
avoid wearing them. It won't do 
any good. If your eyes can’t focus 
on the book as clearly and S3 com­ 
fortably as ’Jiey used to, the only 
sensible thing to do is to get your 
reading glasses. Exercises won’t 
help. Neither will waiting and 
“giving the eyes a rest.” Don’t 
worry about your eyes becoming 
dependent upon reading glasses,. 
Of course they will, if you need 
them. But that is only a theo­ 
retical and not a practical objec­ 
tion. 
The moving pictures will not do 
any harm to healthy eyes. Nor 
is there any reason why middle­ 
aged people should try to spare 
their eyes by using dark glasses. 


There are two forms of eye di­ 
sease which occur in middle age 
and early old age and which pro­ 
duce dimming and blurring of vi­ 
sion. 
These are cataract and 
glaucoma. Both of them are or­ 
ganic diseases and both of them 
are amenable to treatm ent There­ 
fore, if you have any blurring and 
dimming of vision which is not 
relieved by glasses, you should go 
to an oculist for an examination. 
Cataract 
If your blurred vision is due to 
cataract, it doesn’t make a great 
deal of difference whether you go 
to an oculist right away or put it 
off for a few months. However, 
your \ision will never be better 
until the cataract is cured. 
Glaucoma is entirely different. 
It is due to increased pressure 
and 
ardeidng of the eyeball and 
this pressure damage* the optic 
nerre with the result that what­ 
ever damage is done can never be 
restored. 
Therefore, 
treatm ent 
should be begun immediately. You 
may suspect glaucoma: 
I. If the vision is blurred or 
“smoky.” 
3. lf close work bothers you in 
spite of 
frequent 
changes

glasses. 
3. lf there are halos or rain­

4. If there is eye paiu after 
movies, in dim lights or after 
emotional upsets.

Finally, it is among the possibilities that there are peacetime 
economic promises that they are dickering for, and perhaps some 
territorial acquisitions that they would like to have guaranteed to 
them, perhaps at German and Italian expense. 
Just as an influence, independently of actual warfare, the Ankara 
regime may prove extremely uacful to th* United Nation* while the 
conflict still rages. 
It is very close to the Balkan people, being 
such near neighbors and friendly. 
It Is not a bad bet that the 
Ankara folk can line up these overrun Balkan areas quite formid­ 
ably against the European faction of the Axis, especially if it is 
somewhat weakening now. 
In short, Turkey Is a prospective ally ro t to be sneezed at. 
Turkey was greatly misunderstood by the Occident in the past. 
Its soldiers were recognized as first class, but they were accused of 
indulging in massacres and miscellaneous violence. 
The sultans 
doubtless did practice some of this and gave 
the whole population a bad name. 
But when the last sultan, Abdul Hamid, was 
overthrown, I paid a visit to Constantinople, 
then the capital, since moved to Ankara.

DAVIS 
Central Press Correspondent 
NEW YORK—"Thanks for that 
blood of yours," says Joe Perreca. 
"It saved my life.” 
Joe beams his remarks to the 
American Red Cross and to Amer­

The Red Cross is almost all of 
us. American blood donors are a 
goo*! many of us. 
Joe s first year in the merchant 
shipping am ice, the Victory Fleet, 
has been hard and dangerous. He

Joe feels that some 
other Americans may find daily life 
much easier, but on the other hand 
they back him up. The blood bank 
proves that.

But today 
the 
biggest 
corn 
profit conics 
from 
hog-feeding. 
This is because Secretary Wlck- 
ard, himself an Indiana hog farm­ 
er, has put a floor price under hogs. 
In other words, hogs cannot drop 
below a certain price, so the farm ­ 
er is guaranteed a stable price on 
pork. Thus he fares 
better 
by 
feeding the corn to hogs than sell­ 
ing it to cattle raisers or dairy 
farmers at $1 a bushel. In fact, it 
is estimated that it is worth about 
$1.25 to $1.50 if he keeps the corn 
himself and puts in into pork.
